escaped into his bed-rooms, or that his 
cistern was full of bacteria: then, if such 
a one did not wish the sanitary system of 
his house meddled with, by all means 
let it remain so. 
His interests in the aw- 


Huciatiou came of a remote connection 
with medicine and hygiene, aud what 
little knowledge he bad acquired on those 
subject^ hud given him the conviction 
that unless groat care were taken, tht» 
population of London wero in groat dan- 
ger of being decumated—not by tho. 
Plague or Black Death—but by forms of 
disease just as fatal in their way, and 
which had the terrible 
peculiarity - of 


being easily disseminated by those very 
means we took to got rid of thorn, unless 
thoso moans 
were 
in 
a 
shite 
per- 


fection. 
Imperfect 
as 
the old cess- 


pool system it was attended withlittlcdaii- 
ger ns compared with that which waitod 
upon the modern water-sewage system, 
when imperfect.

Hospital 1ms u rapid changing and very 
largo population, and its :JSO patients are 
given entirely into the care of the train-

The facilities for seeing 


every disease and every form of accident 
and learning to care for them, must bo 
much greater than in a hospital other than 
a municipal one; and the Boston City 
Hospital, I believe, is conceded to be tho 
finest municipal hospital in America.

duce such a result. 
A nail driven into 


tho ground, with certain magical prelim- 
inaries and accompaniments, is a potent 
means of dire injuries and revenges. 
In 


matters of love, courtship, and marriage 
tho negroes are usually extremely jealous 
and suspicious, and magical arts are com- 
monly invoked to secure affection, 
to 


alienate, those who arc already attached 
to each other, and to protect aggressors 
from detection or punishment.

formula* for 


such 
purposes. 
They usually inchtdo 


the nse of ;t scrap of some article of 
clothing which lias been worn by the 
person who is to be tricked, or a shred of 
his hair, a piece <>f u lingr-r-iiail ur toe- 
nail, or even some dust from his shoes.
